That  Blaine  Letter. 

The  editor  of  the  Newark  Courier  has 
become  suddenly  famous  throughout  the 
land,  but  iu  a  somewhat  unfortunate  way. 
He  wrote  a  private  letter  to  ex-Speaker 
Blaine,  which  was  lost  or  iu  some 
surreptitious  wsy  obtained  and  publish¬ 
ed  by  a  Democraticjeditor  in  Mains.  The 
letter  refers  to  Mr.  Blaine's  possible 
candidacy  for  President  next  year,  the 
writer  giving  his  favorable  opinion  as  to 
the  chances  of  carrying  New  Jersey.  He 
also  speaks  favorably  of  a  secret  politi¬ 
cal  order,  and  snggests  that  it  might  be 
well  for  Mr.  Biaiuc  to  become  a  member, 
the  usme  of  the  Society  not  given. 

That  is  tbs  substance  of  a  letter  which 
the  political  opponents  of  Messrs.  Blaine 
and  Foster  Lave  appropriated,  embrac¬ 
ing  the  occasion  to  use  it  against  them 
and  theif  jmrty  in  a  vigorous  way. 

Mr.  Foster,  in  a  letter  addressed  to 
the  Tribune,  acknowledges  having  writ¬ 
ten  the  letter,  bat  gives  ths  Democratic 
editor  who  published  it  deserved  con- 
sure,  speaking  of  him  as  one  without 
honesty  or  decency,  justly  thinking  that 
“hull  he  possessed  the  first  spark  of  "hon¬ 
esty  or  of  decency,  he  would  have  return¬ 
ed  a  private  letter  either  to  the  writer  or 
to  the  person  to  whom  it  was  addressed.  ” 
He  also  defends  himself  from  the  whole¬ 
sale  Democratic  vituperation  called  forth 
by  his  advocacy  of  a  seoret  political  or- 
in  a  way  which  is  at  once  courageous  and 
sensible  :

one  week  ago  elected  Mr.  Kerr  as  Speak¬ 
er  of  the  House  of  ^‘presents tives,  and 
so  paved  the  way,  as  it  hopes,  for  Gov. 
TiMen's  nomination  for  1‘resident  iu 
1876.  And  I  may  adil, for  myself — if  any¬ 
body  cures  to  know  my  opinions — that 
holding  our  free  institutions  to  be  inesti¬ 
mably  precious, and  lieliovingjwith  Disrae¬ 
li  that  the  duty  of  the  modem  Christum 
citizen  is  to  encourage  by  liberal,  uou- 
scctarian  education  tbo  development  and 
upliftiugof  individuals  rather  tlmu  to  ex¬ 
pend  liis  strength  in  building  up  creeds 
and  systems.  I  consider  all  associations 
secret  or  open, to  l»e  defensible  which  look 
to  a  preservation  of  those  institutions  and 
tbeiremovul  of  all  burdeus  and  restraints 
which  impede  the  groffth  or  prevent  the 
utmost  possible  elevation  of  every  indi¬ 
vidual  man,  of  whatever  nationality  or 
creed,  or  color,  whom  they  in  auy  wise 
affect."

Caldwell’s  Sew  Church. 

The  handsome  new  Presbyterian 
Church,  ot  which  Rev.  C.  T.  Beriy  is  pas- 
t or, has  be«u  completed  at  a  cost  of  860,- 
000  and  is  now  used  for  public  worship. 
The  dedication  has  not  yet  taken  place. 
The  edifice,  of  Gothic  architecture.  Is 
built  of  sand -stone  from  the  Centerville 
quarries.  The  znaiu  Church  building  is 
60x80  feet,  and  40  feet  high  frem  floor  to 
ridge  angle,  with  seating  capacity  for  850 
and  aditional  for  200  to  300  more.  The 
lecture  room  adjoining  the  rear  is  38x80 
feet,  two  stories,  built  of  same  material, 
in  architectural  symmetry  with  the 
Church.  It  furnishes  on  first  floor  prayer 
meeting  room,  ladies’  parlor,  pastors' 
study,  dressing  rooms  and  conveniences, 
and  ou  second  floor  a  large  Sunday  \ 
School  room  with  foftv  ceiling,  an  infaDt 
school  attachment  connected  bv  folding 
doors,  and  a  Bible  Class  room.  Staiued 
glass  windows,  “embossed,”  soften  the 
light  and  add  greatly  to  the  ornamenta¬ 
tion.  The  whole  is  heated  by  three  large 
furnaces  and  lighted  by  gas.  Jardine  is 
building  the  organ  at  a  charge  of  83,000. 
It  will  stand  back  of  the  pulpit,while  the 
performer  will  ait  on  a  level  with  the 
pews  immediately  in  front.  The  spire 
rises  to  170  feet  from  the  ground  and  can 
be  seen  25  miles  distant.  It  is  designed 
to  have  a  large  bell  and  a  town  clock. 
The  furnishing  of  the  church  is  due  to 
the  untiring  labors  of  the  ladies.
